MEMORY SELECTION—Trust in the

Success or failure {n life 1s deter- 
mined by the measure of a man's 
devotion to God and obedience to 
the will of God, We speak now of 
real success, not according to the 
ideas of the world. We are con- 
cerned with what a man is and 
what he does for God, not with what 
he may happen to possess. 

The life of Solomon falls into 
three divisions, corresponding to 
his early manhood, middle life and 
old age. It moves from glory and 
blessing to tragedy and judgment, 

I, Wise Youth (3:5-9). 


We use the word youth to cover 
the early years of Solomon's reign, 
He was now a young man, but the 
godly background of his rearing 
and his faith in God showed in his 
choice of wisdom as God's greatest 
gift. 

Sometimes we wish God would 
give us such an opportunity. “That 
is just what he has done. He has 
appeared to you, not in dreams, but 
in broad daylight, and by his Son 
Jesus Christ has said as plainly as 
he could, ‘Ask and it shall be given 
you.’ He has repeated it three 
times, saying, ‘Ask, seek, find.’ And 
then he has returned to say, ‘Every- 
one that asketh receiveth, and he 
that seeketh findeth, and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened.’ 
We have no right ‘to say that 
Solomon was more favored than 
we. We are more favored than he. 
If we are not, it is because we ask 
not, If we lose peace and joy, happi- 
ness and heaven, it is all for want 
of asking’? (Joseph Hammond). 

The noble and intelligent choice 
of Solomon has been much ad- 
mired, and rightly so, for he chose 
the greatest gift that could come 
to any man, ‘an understanding 
heart."" He might have asked for 
money or power, but with the lack 
of wisdom to use them properly 
they would have been a curse to 
him and to others.

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Powertnl Tube 
Jams Foe Radar 


Detotls of ‘Electron Gun’ 
New Revaaled: Aids 
In Eir Raids. 


BERKELEY, CALIF, — A power- 


ful ultra-short wave generator 
which was used to jam German 
radar systems during Allied air 


raids was shown publicly here for 
the first time recently. This new 
type of radio transmitter is called 
the resnatron. It may increase the 
efficiency of television and c ter 
forms of radio, including instru- 
ments used to guide pilotless planes 
and rockets, 

This high frequency tube, which 
sprayed explosive bursts of elec- 
trons and blanketed radar apparatus 
for 800 miles, was credited with 
much of the success of mass day- 
light air raids. Possibly it helped 
save the lives of hundreds of Allied 
airmen, 

University of California disclosed 


the details of the resnatron, which ! 


was developed from an outmoded 


| atom-smasher by two young elec- 


trical engineers, Dr. D. H, Sloan 
and Dr. L, C. Marshall. 
Start Tests in 1938. 

Sloan and Marshall started ex- 
periments on the resnatron in 1938. 
By the spring of 1945, they had 
evolved a ‘gun'’ with which the 
Allies were hurling more raw radio 
power into the air than any other 
amplifier ever constructed. 

The resnatron was capable of 
smothering all radio and radar fre- 
quencies between 350 and 600 mega- 
cycles in a cone 80,000 feet high, 300 
miles long and 15 miles wide. 

With it the Allies kept the enemy 
from learning in advance the loca- 
tion and direction of the big air 
fleets that devastated Germany in 
the closing months of the war. 

This initial advantage over the 
Nazi defenses multiplied the ene- 
my’s troubles and contributed in- 
directly to speeding the end of the 
war, 

The resnatron fires a concen- 
trated burst of electrons, within a 
tall vacuum tube, which explode 
with tremendous power, The power 
is broadcast to disrupt radio waves 
of any desired frequency. 

Source of Power, 


Sloan and Marshall said the ver- 
satile tube is the most powerful 
and efficient source of stable power 
amplification known. It is the only 
power amplifier which has achieved 
the same efficiency as a high-fre- 
quency radio broadcasting station, 
about 80 per cent. 

Because of this, the scientists 
said, it has peacetime possibilities 
in broadcasting television and F.M.- 
radio, for long-range communica- 
tions and transmission of high-fre- 
quency power — or its original pur- 
pose of an atom smasher. 

Sloan, who designed the world’s 
first million-volt X-ray tube in 1933, 
also worked on the army’s guided- 
missiles program at Johns Hopkins 
university during the war. 

Marshall served as the first direc- 
tor of the British branch of the radi- 
ation laboratory and later was chief 
of the operational research section 
in the Pacific ocean area. 


| New Hormone Gives Relief 
In Stomach Ulcer Cases 

CHICAGO. — Development of a 

new hormone which scientists hope 
will heal stomach ulcers and also 
prevent their recurrence has been 
announced by Dr. Andrew C, Ivy, 
Chicago physiologist. 
; The hormone, known as entergas- 
| trone, is derived from the intestinal 
tracts of hogs and was developed 
1t Northwestern university, where 
Dr. Ivy formerly headed the depart- 
ment of physiology. 

Dr. Ivy said that the hormone has 
| been used in the treatment of peptic 
ulcers ‘in scores of cases and the 
results are sufficiently encouraging 
this method of attack is 
worthy of further study.’ 

Dr. Ivy, who now is executive 
vice president of the professional 
schools of the University of Illinois 
in Chicago, has spent several years 
studying the ulcer problem. 

“Approximately 1,500,000 persons 
in the United States develop peptic 
| ulcers during any 10-year period,” 
he writes In the current issue of 
the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal association, : 

“The problem of the peptic ulcer 
, challenges medical science today be- 
cause among the chronic diseases it 
ranks 10th as a cause of death and 
12th as a cause of days lost from 
work, 

“The death rate per 100,000 (per- 
sons, presumably) in the United 
| States from peptic ulcer has in- 
creased from 2.7 in 1900 to 6.8 in 
} 1943. 

“The most discouraging cnarac- 
teristic of peptic ulcer is its likeli- 
hood to recur.”

DETROIT,—More new types of 
aireraft will be introduced in 1947 
than in any previous year in Amer: 
ican air transportation history, it 
was reported at closing sessions of 
the annual meeting of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers, 

R, C, Loomis of Trans World Air: 
line said the new planes will include 
the Lockheed Constellation model 
649, designed for commercial use, 
a new Douglas DC-6, the Boeing 
Stratocruiser, the Martin models 202 
and 803, the Convair 240 and at 
least two smaller craft. 

The spokesman said the use of 
fuel injection systems will increase 
safety and result in lower operat- 
ing costs this year, He predicted, 
however, that no gas turbine pow- 
ered aircraft will be used in com- 
mercial service in 1947. 

Another L.A.E,. speaker, Capt 
W. C. Latrobe of the navy de- 
partment's bureau of ships, said 
navy ships in the future may be op- 
erated on fuels from new sources 
Tests have demonstrated the possi- 
bility of running vessels on gasoline 
and Diesel fuels made from coal, 
natural gas and oil shale, he said, 

W. F. Joachim of the U. S, naval 
engineering experiment station, An- 
napolis, Md., called for a new and 
higher order of development engi- 
neering in the Diesel engine field. 

Noise reduction, elimination of vi- 
bration, more power and _ lighter 
weight are sought by the navy in 
Diesel engines, he reported, 


Infant Mortality Rate 


Drops in United States 


WASHINGTON, — The _ public 
health service reported that the 
infant mortality rate had reached 
the lowest point in the nation’s 
history and appeared to be 
still heading downward. 

The rate for 1945 was 38.3 
deaths under one year old per 
1,000 live births, 3.8 per cent 
lower than the rate for 1944. Pro- 
visional figures for the first 10 
months of 1946, a health service 
announcement added, indicated a 
3.2 decrease from the same pe- 
tiod of 1945, 


The maternal mortality rate 
of 2.1 per 1,000 live births for 1945 
also was a new low, showing a 
reduction of nearly 9 per cent from 
the rate of 2.3 from the previous 


year. 6 

The agency said one of the fac- 
tors in the lowered infant and 
maternal mortality rates was an 
increase from 1944 to 1945 in the 
proportion of babies delivered 
in hospitals. 

The infant mortality rate 
varied widely among the states 
from a 1945 low of 28.2 in Rhode 
Island and Nebraska to a high of 
100.8 in New Mexico, 


Nazi Loot Aids Living Victims; 


Teeth, Jewels Provide Funds 

FRANKFURT, GERMANY, — 
Gold teeth and jewelry the Nazis 
took from people they killed in con- 
centration camps soon will be sold 
to provide money for relief of the 
refugees who survived, military 
government officials disclosed. 

The gold, conservatively  esti- 
mated to be worth several million 
dollars, was stored by the Nazis in 
Germany's Reichsbank vaults. 

By international agreement 
among the Allies, it was removed 
from German assets and allotted to 
the inter-governmental committee 
on refugees for relief work. 

The committee now is preparing 
to sell the gold on world markets. 


$3,000,000 in Gold Shipped 


By Plane to Bank in Mexico 


NEWARK, N. J. — Wells Fargo, 
which once delivered gold by stage- 
coach in the old west, delivered a 
$3,000,000 gold shipment by air. 

A chartered plane with more than 
three tons of gold ingots aboard 
landed at Newark airport en route 
from Toronto to Mexico City. The 
gold is being transferred from the 
Bank of Canada to the Bank of Mex- 
ico, 

The gold was accompanied by a 
well-armed guard, a modern coun- 
terpart of the rifle-carrying stage- 
coach guard of yore,

NOTICE OF LOCAL LAW 


Notice is hereby given that 
a Local Bill will be  intro- 
duced at the next session of 
the Legislature of Alabama 
that meets in May, 1947, the 
substance of which shall be 
as follows: 

A BILL TO BE 
ENTITLED AN ACT 
To prescribe the method of 
selecting the superintendent 
of education for Coffee Co-

BE IT ENACTED BY THE

BAMA: 

1. A superintendent of ed- 
ucation for Coffee County 
shall be elected at the general 
election held in November, 
1948, and every four years 
thereafter.
